‘The origin of the name Garland began with a Scotsman named Major James 


Garland came into the Choctaw Country in Mississippi before the American 
Revolution and settled in an area later known as Jasper County, Miss. 

He married a fullblood Choctaw woman, whose name is not of record and to 
this couple were born two sons: John I and Micheal Garland. At this time 
a town was established which he named Garlandville in honor of his son 
John I, There is no record of the birth, death or resting place of Major 
James Garland I, nor of his sons John I and Micheal Garland.

John Garland i, son of Major James Garland I and his Chictaw wife, was born 
in 18 and died in 18  . His resting place iS not recorded. They were 
the parents, of three sons and two daughters as follows: James Garland II: 
Samuel Garland: Silas Garland: Nancy Garland and Lucy Garland, 


John Garland I was born on lands owned by the Choctaws where he acquired ` 
extensive land holdings on which he owned and operated a general store 
and also owned all the other business establishments in the town, He had 
previously built a home on his land which he named "OLDFIEID", The town 
was named Garlandville by his father in his sons honor. After this area 
was designated a state, the immediate area was named Jasper County, Miss. 
Garlandville was inside the new county and is still in existence as the 
only town in Jasper County. 5 


John Garland I, his son Samuel Garland and Peter P. Pitchlyn were the 
principal negotiation committee for the Dancing Rabbit Creek Treaty for 
the removal of the Choctaws from Mississippi, Alabama and Arkansas to the 
Choctaw Nation in Indian Territory. The treaty was dated and signed by 
John Garland I, as one of the District Chiefs. The three negotiators 
were rewarded for their services in completing the contract by the grant- 
ing of two sections of land in Indian' Territory to each John Garland I 
and Peter P. Pitchlyn and one section to Samuel Garland, 


John Garland I home "OLDFIELD" became the assembly center for some 1900 
immigrating Choctaws for their removal to the Choctaw Nation in the Indian 
Territory, & new and almost uninhabitated country. . A Colonel John Johnson, 
a Non-Choctaw was assigned by the U. 5. Government to begin the removal in 
late 1832 and it was completed in 1834. John Garland I sold his Mississippi 
properties prior to his leaving for the Choctaw Nation. The record is not 
Clear as to whether John did actually move to thé Indian Nation or if he 
died and was buried in Mississippi. 


Micheal Garland, son of Major Garland I and his Choctaw wife, was born in 
18 and died in 18  . No other record is available. 


Silas Garland, son of John Garland I and his Choctaw wife, was born in 

18 and died in 18 , resting place not recorded. They had one son Isreal 
Garland born 18 died 18 , resting place not recorded. Isreal and wife 
had one daughter, Louise Garland born 18 died in 180 ,resting place not 
recorded. Louise married Mitchell Harrison and they were the parents of 
Louie, Albert, and William H. Harrison. William H. Harrison was District 
Chief of the Sans Bois District located at Poteau, Okla. Mitchell Harrison 
was the brother of Malissa Harrison-Garland, wife of Joseph G. Garland Sr., 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of the Choctaw Nation. ; 


Nancy Garland and Lucy. Garland, ‘daughters of John Garland I and his 
Choctaw wife are not further recordedo ` 


Samuel Garland, son of John Garland I and his Choctaw wife was born in 
Mississippi in 1803 and died in 1870. He is buried in Samuel Garland's 
private cemetary in Mccurtain County, His record will appear in Part II, 
Section II.

James Garland II, son of John Garland I and his Choctaw wife, was born in 
Mississippi in 1803 and died in 1870. He was buried in Little Sans Bois 


' Cemetery in what is now Haskell County, Oklahoma. James and his wife came 


to the Choctaw Nation with the first group of Choctaws in 1832 and settled 
at a place later called Valiant in McCurtain County, Oklahoma. At this 


. location he and his wife had eight sons named as follows: Joseph G. 


Garland Sr,: Ward H, Garland Sr.: Peter Garland Sr.: Isaac Garland: 
James Garland III: Joel Garland and Cornelious Garland. In about 1886 
or 1887 for reasons unknown he moved.to a new location accompanied by all 
his sons except Cornelious who remained near Valiant where he died, The 
new location previously selected was in what is now Haskell County, Okla., 
about eitht miles N. E, of the present town of Stigler, Oklahoma. 
Apparently he lived with his father, Joseph G. Garland Sr, until his 

death in 1870. No record of his wife as to when she died or where she 
was buried. ,

Joseph G. Garland Sr., oldest son of James Garland II, born in 1836, died 
in 1905, and wife Malissa Harrison-Garland, born 1840 and died in 1917. 
Both were buried in the little Sans Bois Cemetery located in what is now 
Haskell County, Oklahoma. As there was no housing available he built a 
home about five miles northwest of what is now Stigler, Oklahoma. The 
area had no inhabitants except for a few Choctaws who had landed by boat 
by way: of the Arkansas River from Mississippi where they landed at a place 
they named the BLUFF because of the rock formation of the river bank which 
rose high up from the waters edge. The name was later changed to Tamaha, 
I. T, 


As the population was increasing the Garlands saw the need for mail 
service so they applied to the U. 5. Postal Service for the establishment 
of a local post office. This was granted and they appointed Joseph G. 
Garland Sr. and authorized him to utilize part of his home for the office 
and named it Garland, I, T, in his honor, 

He and others requested the U. S, Land Office to establish a townsite 
about two miles north of his home and locate the post office there. This 
too was sucessful and it'was surveyed by the Government and located at 
south boundry of Sec 23-10-21 and included an area for a cemetery. The 
townsite was named Garland, I, To 


In 1895 a plot of ground in Sec. 22-10-21 owned by Arnold Folsom, a 
Choctaw Methodist Minister, was donated near his home located just west 
of the Townsite as there was a family passing through the country headed 
west by wagon whose small child sickened and died while camped near 
Folsoms home. The child was laid to rest at the plot donated. Through 
his efforts, Folsom and others built a new one room school/church and had 
it named Taloka, Thereafter the cemetery and school building near his 
home was also called Taloka, The burial plot was expanded as the 
community people continued to use it so the Federal Government declared 
the area in the Townsite of Garland surplus and offered it for sale and 
it was purchased by Phillip Patterson and the Taloka Cemetery was changed 
to the Garland Cemetery. l ۱ 


Prior to 1891 Joseph G. Garland Sr, had served as Judge of the Sans Bois 
District of the Choctaw Nation and his son William G. Garland was District 
Clerk; however in 1891 the Judge was appointed Chief Justice of the Supreme 


Court of the Choctaw Nation and his son was promoted to the vacancy 
created by the appointment of his father.

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John E, McBrayer, IM Citizen was appointed. to suceed William G. Garland 
as Court Clerk of Sans Bois District, 


As it was the implied duty of the Choctaws to care for their own families, 
as well as others who are in need, Chief Justice Garland Sr. Took his 
widowed daughter and young son, and also his niece Charlotte Garland and 

: her young son James Garland III whose father had been drowned when they 
were moving from the Wheelock-Valiant arca to Haskell County. 


When Chief Justice Garland died in 1905 , Principal Chief Green McCurtain 
called a general assembly of the Choctaw Nation General Council together 
for a special session to select a committee to represent the Principal 
Chief and authorized.them to carry a message of condolence to the bereaved 
family. Those selected were: George Choat: Joe Ward: Frank Folsom: 

Joe Duke: Turner Everidge: Ed McDaniel and John McBrayer. Chief 
McCurtain then adjourned the General Assembly at 11:00 AM on October وبا‎ 
1905, to remain adjourned until October 9, 1905 in respect to Chief 
Justice Garland. 


The old home of Chief Garland in 35-10-21 is no longer standing but 

the barn built at the same time is still at its original site and is to 
this date being used by. Alfred Wiggington, a life long pioneer of the 
Garland Community.

Haskell County, Oklahoma. After the wedding on June 30, 1877 they built 

a new two room log house on the bank of the Little Sans Bois Creek almost 
in the center of Section 13-19-21 where three sons and one daughter were 
born, Both are buried in the Garland Cemetery in Haskell County, Oklahoma. 


The Presbyterian Church had constructed a building about three miles south 
for use as a church and school.’ The two oldest children attended this 
school called "The Mission", ۱ 


In 1896 the family moved to the Bluff on the bank of the Arkansas River. 
This place was later called Tamaha (Little Town) where they purchased 

a home on the south side of the town and also a small acreage for the 
small herd of cows they had accumulated. The three oldest children 
attended school. In 1897 William G, Garland and John McBrayer, IM 
Choctaw made application to have the small town incorporated and they 
were successful in their effort and the Federal Government changed the 
name to Tamaha, I. T. They also requested that a post office be estab- 
lished which also was approved by the Postal Service. John McBrayer was 
appointed the first Postmaster, Prior to this time the mail was 
delivered by carrier from Vian, I. T. 


After the incorporation William G. Garland was elected Mayor and Poke 
Parker was named Tbwn Marshall,

In 1898 a fourth child was born at Tamaha, a girl named Myrtle, and as a 
new school/church was built by Reverend Arnold Folsom and the Methodist 
Church near the Folsom Home in Section 22-10-21 on lands of Folsom which 
was one mile directly west of the Garland townsite and as a teacher had 
been employeed was encouragement enough for the family to move back to 

- the ranch. The cows had delivered calves and the need for school service 
and additional grass for the cattle made it possible for them to make 

the move,. 


Ironically the house in Tamaha was offered for sale and a Dr. A. T. Hill, 
who had just completed his requirements for practing medicine, came 

looking for a home, He had selected Tamaha as a place to locate and he 
immediately met the asking price for the Garland home which also included 

& horse and saddle. The sale was made for immediate possession; however 

the old log home at the ranch was under lease and occupied by a family 

who was farming the land that was set aside for farming. Since there was 

& Small log cabin on the land near the old home the family moved into it 
until a new six room house was constructed which was completed and occupied ` 
in late 1899.” 


. Prior to 1891 Garland had served as Court Clerk for the Sans Bois District 

of the Choctaw Nation, I. T, Then his father, Joseph G. Garland Sr., who 
had been serving &s District Court Judge of Sans Bois District had been 
appointed Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of the Choctavs and he had 
been appointed to suceed his father as District Judge where he served 
until the Federal Government, by Congressional Act of April 6, 1906, 
absolved the Choctaw Nation, I. T. Chief Justice Garland Sr. served from 
1891 until his death in February 1905. 


In April 1906, District Judge William G. Garland and Frank Folsom, District 
Senator from Sans Bois District, attended the last and final General 
Assembly of the Choctaw Nation at which time the Choctaw Nation was 
abolished by an Act of Congress dated April 1906, Principal Chief was 
Green McCurtain, who was by provisions of the Act authorized to continue 

as Chief until such other matters had been completed and he served until 
his death on December 27, 1910. 


In 1907 the William Go Garland family experienced the transition of 
Choctaw National affairs to the U. S. Government control, 


Also in 1907 they were faced with what was called a money panic which 
practically stymied all business as a so called "script" was made legal 
tender in place of money. | 


In 1908 the three older boys were enrolled in Bacone College but Joseph 
Garrett did not attend but a short time. Clinton and Raymond finished 
the term and enrolled for the 1909 term but only stayed until January 2, 
1910 at which time they enrolled in a business college in Ft. Smith, Ark. 
They received a diploma after completing the course in business adminis- 
tration, S D l 


In late 1910 the Garland family purchased a general store in the tom of 
Garland and also a home near by. The home and the business were disposed 
of in late 191). 


In January of 1915 William 0. Garland died and was buried in the Garland 
Cemetery located just west of the tom of Garland,

When Carlos was appointed Postmaster at Stigler, he was then appointed to 
the Treasurers position and served in that job uncontested until June. 30, 
1941. At this time he entered the Civil Service and was appointed by the 
Commission to a position in the Bureau of Indian Affairs and was assigned

In 1942 he accepted a promotion and transfer to the Truxton Canon Agency 
in Arizona and served there several years. He was then offered a promotion 
and transfer to the Oklahoma City Area Office. He accepted and served 

out of that office in Anadarko, Lawton, Shawnee, Clinton and Pawnee. 


On July 1, 1955 the Health Division was transferred from the Bureau of 
Indian Affairs to the U. S, Public Health Service and employees were given 
a choice of assignments. He requested a transfer and assignment as General 
Service Officer to the PHS Hospital at Talihina, Oklahoma. This request 
was approved and he assumed duties there on July 1, 1955 and continued to 
serve there until his retirement on October 2, 1963. The family then 
returned to his place of birth, Stigler, Oklahoma, 


He was requested by Floyd Hammons to do his accounting for his business 
interests in Stigler, Oklahoma. He accepted and served for two years, 
then decided to retire again and resigned. 


The Stigler Public Housing Agency immediately offered employment and it 
was accepted providing the work was to cover Direction and Accounting 
services on a two man team as coworkers. It was accepted and the tour of 
duty extended through a period of ten years until June 30, 1977, at which 
time he resigned and retired for good.

SECTION 1 - MAJOR JOHN PITCHLYN FAMILY 


Major John Pitchlyn, a Scotsman and Major in the British Army who settled 
among the Choctaws in what is now Jasper County, Mississippi and married 
Sophia Folsom, a fullblood Choctaw woman as his second wife, She was the 
daughter of Ebenezer Folsom who had also settled among the Choctaw people 
‘before the American Revolution in about 1770, 


Major John Pitchlyn and his wife Sophia Folsom-Pitchlyn were the parents 
of Peter P. Pitchlyn, born in 1806: Died in 1881: Mary Pitchlyn was born 
in 1773: Died in 1871. She hater became the wife of Samuel Garland, 


Major John Pitchlyn and his wife Sophia moved to Columbus Mississippi 
in Clay County where he owned a large plantation and home. He died there 
in the fall of 1835 and was laid to rest there. It appears that his 
remains later were removed and taken to the Indian Territory and buried 
in the Mountain Fork country in the Southwestern part of what is now 
McCurtain County, Oklahoma, This has not been confirmed. His wife, 
Sophia Folsom-Pitchlyn remained in the plantation home in Columbus Miss, 
until their vast holdings were probated and sold by the son-in-law. 
Samuel Garland had been authorized by the will of Major John Pitchlyn 
to administer and make disposition of all his property and as soon as 
the estate was settled in accordance with the will. Sophia moved to the 
Choctaw Nation in Indian Territory to make her home with Samuel Garland 
and her daughter, Mary Pitchlyn-Garland. 


The last few months of Major John Pitchlyn's life will be stated in the 
record of the life of Samuel Garland under Part III, Section II, Page 29. 


Peter P. Pitchlyn was elected Chief of the Choctaws and served from 1864 
through 1866, having succeeded his brother-in-law, Samuel Garland, who 

had servedas Chief from 1862 through 1864. Peter P. Pitchlyn was on 
official duty in Washington, D. C. when he died in 1881, He was buried in 
the Congressional Cemetery and his monument dears this inscription: 


"Chief and Delegate of the Choctaw Nation for 
whose advancement he spent many years of nis 
life. - Choctaw Brave P, P, Pitchlyn died. 
January 17, 1801: Age 75 years. 


More of his contributions made to his Choctaw people will be stated 

in Part III, Section II, Page 29. As he and his brother-in-law, Samuel 
Garland worked as a team on all matters of National concern of the 
Choctaws,

PART III - PIT.4LYN - GARLAND FAMILIES. 
SECTION II - SAMUEL GARLAND AND FAMILY. 


Samuel Garland Vas born in Garlandville in what is now Jasper County, 
Mississippi in the year 1803. He was the son of John Garland I: Grand- 
son of Major James Garland I: Brother of James, Silas, Nancy and Lucy 
Garland: Uncle of Joseph G. Garland Sr., Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court for the Choctaw Nation in Indian Territory and Great Uncle of Villiam 
Greenwood Garland, Judge of Sans Bois District. He attended the Choctaw 
Academy of Kentucky and afterwards made his home in Noxubbe County, Miss. 
‘when this area was still Choctaw Country. Here he married Mary Pitchlyn, 
daughter of Major John Pitchlyn and Sophia Folsom-Pitchlyn. Sophia was 
the daughter of Ebenezer Folsom, who had also settled in the Choctaw 
country before the American Revolution, 


Samuel and Mary Pitchlyn-Garland were the parents of the following 
children: Laura A. Garland 1839-1839: Cordilia E. Garland 1839-181: 
Peter P, Garland 180-1846: Cynthia Ann Garland 10 -19  : Samuel 
Garland Jr. 1859-1867 and Leonidas Garland 1031-1867. ^" 


Samuel Garland, being then a resident of the Choctaw District presided 
over by Chief Wushulatubbe was designated by the Chief in January 16, 
1831 to supervise the removal of that. faction to the west, He had moved 
to Columbus Mississippi where he engaged quite successfully in the 

„ mercantile business. Samuel had previously exchanged the land he had 
derived from the Dancing Rabbit Creek Treaty for negro slaves. 


Samuel Garland and Peter P, Pitchlyn trekked to the west in 1833 with 
a detachment of about fifty people including three slaves. Their point 
of contact was the Mountain Fork area west of Eagletown. 


Samuel Garland was called back to Columbus, Mississippi a couple of years 
later due to the serious illness of his father-in-law, Major John Pitchlyn, 
who died in the fall of 1835. The Major left a large estate and under 

the terms of his last will Samuel was named executor, This assignment 
engaged his attention until all of the real estate and personal property 
first had been legally published in the Columbus Mississippi Democrat, 

a local publication. After disposing of all of the estate holdings in 

the late fall of 1836 he and his family, including his wife's mother 
Sophia Folsom-Pitchlyn, made his final move to the Indian Territory. He 
settled upon lands in the southeastern part of what is now McCurtain 
County, Oklahoma. His Red River bottom farm consisted of some six hundred 
&cres upon which he erected a palatial southern home (the remains of this 
home still can impress on the viewers that it would be a magnifient 
artistical design even in the year 1977). It was located about three 
miles east of the present town of Tom, Oklahoma in McCurtain County on 

the north side of highway 3, and remained the family home until Samuel 
died in 1870. ۱ ۱ : 


The initial fifteen years of his life was devoted to his personal affairs. 
During these years he evidenced a minor interest in the political trend 

of the tribal government although he keenly supported his active brother- 
in-law, Peter P. Pitchlyn, who initiated what became known as the Net 
Proceeds Claim in 1853. Samuel Garland was also an ardent supporter in 
subsequent development of negotiations which were carried on with the 
Federal Government. This claim was predicated upon the failure of the 
Government to recompense for the stock and other property they had been 
forced to abandon at the time of their removal. Also those who had 
defrayed their own expenses and had not been reimbursed, and others who 
had elected to remain in Mississippi had lost their lands through the 
hostility of intruders. After deducting all of the expenses of removal 

the Government had realized a large profit from the sale of these lands to 
non-Indians. Under the inspiration of Peter P, Pitchlyn, the Choctaws 
initiated a prolonged effort to induce the Federal Government to pay them 
the net proceeds on the amount realized from the sale of their lands after 
deducting the expense and survey. The effort was launched in 1853 by the 
designation of Peter P. Pitchlyn, Samuel Garland, Isaac Folsom ari Dixon 

` W. Lewis as commissioners to proceed to Washington, D. C. to present the 
matter. Samuel Garland became the signer of the treaty of November وبا‎ 
185l between the Choctaws and the Chickasaw. Nation at Doaksville and 
joined with the Net Proceeds delegation in signing the treaty of June 22, 
1855 at Washington. This treaty divorced the political relations existing 
between the Choctaws and Chickasaws and also contained a provision submitting 
the Net Proceeds claim to the U. S. Senate.

The Net Proceeds Claim became the dominant passion in the life of Peter 
P, Pitchlyn and between 1855 and the outbreak of the Civil War. Garland 
and Pitchlyn spent much of their time in Washington, D. C. They were 
promoting the claim on a contingency basis and shared the prospects of 
an adjusted reimbursement for their services if successful. 


` George Hudson was Chief of the Choctaw Nation when the Civil War broke. 


He declined to assume a neutral position and the Choctaws formed an 
alliance with the confederacy. This action sealed for the time being 

any further effort on the part of Pitchlyn and Garland in the Net Proceeds 
Claim matter. Pitchlyn returned to Washington where he remained most 

of the time during the war and where he maintained an immediate contact 
with the administration. Obviously he was seeking to preserve an entry 
for a renewel of the negotiations in the event the government won the 
struggle. ; 


Garland returned to his farm, preserving his status at home where he was 
held in high esteem by his people. What would appear to have been adroit 
manipulation: of the two men occasioned the defeat of Chief Hudson for 
re-election in August 1862 and the election of Samuel Garland as principal 
Chief of the Choctaw Nation. Garland had been a member of the Choctaw 
Council in 1861-1862. The selection of Garland occasioned no change in the 
disordered condition of self Government which he faced when he entered 
office and which he was powerless to overcome, i 


The political household of which Samuel Garland assumed charge in 1862 

was in a very disorganized condition. The sad schedule of the Vivil War 
provided a disintegration of law enforcement agencies in the Choctaw 
country, With the withdrawal of the Federal Government no power remained 
to cope with violations of protective treaties against intruders and a 
Situation developed against which the Choctaws were unprepared to defend. 
Payment of monies due by the Government were suspended and as a consequence, 
the schools were closed and the guarantee of law and order was seriously 
imperiled. The situation was complicated by the influx of Indian refugees 
from other tribes which tended to absorb the necessary resources of the 
ChoctawS. Under normal conditions they had maintained normal relations 
with the border states by an exchange of their domestic products but owing 
to the general confusion, their liquid resources were ruthlessly looted 
by non-Indians who invaded their borders. Organized bands of intimidating 
whites drove away their stock, even committing murder in many instances 

in defiance of the inherent rights of the Choctaws. This situation was 
not indigenous alone to the Choctaws, Tragically. uniform with their 
Situation was that of other tribes as well, The acts of piracy committed 
were reminiscent of pre-removal days. It remained for the years ahead 
after the warfor these All-Americans by patient persistent effort to 
restore their morale and resume their pastoral lives of sober industry. 


Chief Samuel Garland relinquished his responsibility of office to Peter 
P, Pitchlyn, his brother-in-law who had been ek cted to assume the duties 


. of Principal Chief of the Choctaws in October 1962, 


After his retirement from the Chieftainship, Samuel Garland served as 

a member of the Choctaw Council in 1865, 1867, and 1869 and was a member 
at the time of his death. He was a man of high character, a devout member 
of the Presbyterian Church and of the Masonic Order. In his personal 
affairs he was highly successful. 


The finale of the famous Net Proceeds Claim did not reach an adjustment 
until after the death of Samuel Garland. The controversy finally reached 
an adjustment by the Supreme Court. An award of 82,981,217 was finally 
made and in 1889 the amount of $3,943.20 was received by the heirs of 
Samuel Garland in recognition of his years of service, The justice of 
the claim was finally recognized after thirty-six years of sustained 
effort. 


Samuel Garland passed away at his comfortable home near the present town 
of Tom in MéCurtain County, Oklahoma on May 20, 1870 and is buried in 

the previously designated burying ground provided by Samuel himself. His 
final resting piace is suitably marked by a sixteen-foot high white marble 
monument. ۱

The private burial grounds of the Samuel Garland family mark the resting 
place of the young children born to the family as indicated by the dates 

on the various grave markers, The first person buried was a daughter 
. named Cordelia E. Garland born in 1837 and died in 18h. The last buried 
was Cynthia Ellen Crockett, daughter of Cynthia Ellen Garland-Crockett. 
Cynthia was born in 1898 and died in 1908. This child was the granddaughter 
of Samuel and Mary P. Garland, MES 


Cynthia Ellen Garland, daughter of Samuel and Mary P. Garland, was married 
to David Crockett, was born in 1860 and died in 1899 and was buried in 
“the Garland Cemetery. Their daughter Cynthia Ellen Crockett, who was 
buried in 1908 is the last family member buried in this cemetery. 


The records of the Samuel Garland family seems to have ended all records 
of his family as to descendents as our research has failed to reveal any 
other members of the family. 


There is more about the Samuel Garland Private Cemetery and is recorded 
on page number 35.

So 
Reverend Folsom called the cemetery Taloka as well. The Government had 
established a townsite in Section 23-10-21 and provided an area in the 


townsite for a cemetery. 


The townsite was named Garland. The people 


continued to use the Taloka Cemetery for their burials so the Government 
declared the area in Garland as surplus and sold the land to Phillip 
Patterson, a long time pioneer of the area,They then changed the name of 
the Taloka Cemetery to the Garland Cemetery.

-END OF HISTORIES- 
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The first record of Columbia Missouri Garrett was found after a county by county 
Search of the 1850 Georgia census. Later records had shown her to have been born around 
1847 in Georgia. She was found to be in Jasper County, Ga. in 1850, age 3, listed as 
Missouri. The complete listing of the family is shown later in this report. Her parents 
were Thomas C. and Rody Garrett, both born in Georgia. Research in a Georgia book of 
marriages showed that Thomas Garrett married Rody Cross on February 8, 1827. Since the 
1860 Jasper County, Georgia, census did not list the Thomas C, Garrett family, a search 
was made of the 1860 Lauderdale County, Miss. census, It had been determined that Columbia 
Missouri and Higeah Newton Hicks had gotten married in Lauderdale Co. in 1859. After much 
research, it was discovered that the Garrett family was in Kemper County, Miss. in 1860. 
Rody was not listed and apparently had died prior to 1860 and after 1857, the year that the 
youngest child, James G., was born. There is a question as to where James was born as the 
1860 census him as being born in Georgia. The 1880 census shows him as having been born 
in Mississippi and the 1910 census list Alabama as his place of birth, Only sketchy 
information has been uncovered on other family members. Nothing was found in the 1870 
censuses of Lauderdale, Kemper or Neshoba counties. In 1880, Columbia Missouri's brother, 
T. P. Garrett, was listed in the Lauderdale Co., Miss. census with her younger sister, 
Lucy, and Lucy's husband, H. C. Wolf, living with him. The Wolfs had a 6 month old son 
named Thomas. This same census shows James and wife Nannie living in Lauderdale County, Ms., 
with a one year old son named Eddie. There is also considerable variation in Lucy's age 
as the 1850 census shows her as 6 months old. In 1880 she is listed as being 26 instead of 
the 30 that would be correct. In 1860 she had been listed as being 11. The 1900 census 
shows her as having been born in Dec. 1850. Her grave marker, at the cemetery at Ping mr 
Springs Methodist Church on Highway 19 near the Lauderdale-Neshoba County line, list her 
birth date as December 27, 1852, and that she died November 4, 1915. The spelling of "Wolf" 
also was alternately spelled as "Wolfe". H. C. Wolf died in 1922, The 1900 census showed 
that Lucy and H. C. and their son Tom was living in Beat 1, Meridian. Columbia Missouri's 
Brother,T. P. Garrett, was listed in Lauderdale County book of cemeteries as being buried 
at Barker Cemetery which is located on Hwy. 45 N. Go to Engell Store, turn left past gga. 0 
cemetery. of 140 unknown confederate soldiers and continue on and cemetery is on the right 
side of the road. His grave marker shows that he was born in Jasper County, Ga., on May 15, 
1835 and died on July 15, 1899. The marriage records for Lauderdale County, Miss. shows 
a Thomas Wolf (most likely the «on of Lucy and H. C.) marrying a Julia Harrington in 1903, 
An E. F. Garrett (probably son of James and Nannie Garrett) married Rhye White in 1902, 
This would check out with the information shown for James Garrett on the 1910 census as 
Ed and his family were living with James and Nannie at the time. There is a discrepancy 
in Ed's middle initial as the census shows it as "J" and the marriage record shows it as 
"FP". As was the case with other discrepancies, probably most of the errors were made by 
census takers. A Fred Garrett was listed in the Lauderdale County Cemeteries as having 
been born in 1903 and dieing in 1967. This was probably the grandson of James and Nannie 
and the son of Eddie Garrett. Census records are as follows:

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tions on the ground floor, meet at the central, winding stairway, 
around a great supporting column. The sixteen first story steps are 
built of olden heart pine lumber, and the twenty-four second story 
steps are built of yellow poplar lumber. The two partitions divide 
the lower story into an entrance hall and a larger chamber.

At Tappahannock, the County seat of Essex, formerly Rap- 
pahannock County, are preserved some of the oldest and most in- 
teresting records of Colonial Virginia, which fortunately have sur- 
vived the “drums and tramplings” of three wars and “Time's de- 
stroying hand.” 

The record books oí (old) Rappahannock County run ap- 
parently in an unbroken series from the year 1656, when Rap- 
pahannock County was formed from Lancaster County, until the 
vear 1629, when the county was divided, the part on the south 
side of the Rappahannock River becoming Essex County, and 
that on the north side, Richmond County. 

Unfortunately, the original documents of Rappahannock Coun- 
tv have been preserved only from the year 1677; all papers prior 
to that date having been destroyed, it is said, at the time of Bacon's 
Rebellion.

Francis Graves, Sr., was a son of ‘Captain Thomas Gravé 
“Ancient Planter”, who had come to Virginia with the Second 
Supply in the Mary & Margaret, Captain Newport, in 1608, an 
who was destined “to serve the Colony long and honorably."*

As a member of the Virginia Company, Captain Graves had agreed 
to transport 100 persons to Virginia and accordingly was allowed a 
patent for land, 20 November 1622.” His grant for “200 acres on the 
east side of the Shoare of the bay of Chesapeake [Eastern Shore] but- 
ting southerly on the land of Captain Henry Fleete” is of record, 14 
March 1628, and recites that the land was “due him by vertue of an |

I can't thank you enough for the information you sent on Alba 
Gray. At last we have the place and date of his death. We have 
had several varying dates from the July 7, 1863 date in the 
family Bible to the last letter from Lauderdale Springs July 28, 
1863. Now we know that it is August 23. 


After writing you, I wrote to the Tennessee Library and Archives 
in Nashville and received a copy from TennesseQans in the Civil 
War, listing his unit as E. Co., Ist (Colms') Battalion also, 

and recounting some of the engagements of that unit in the war. 
This must have been his battalion before it wasreconstituted into 
Gregg's Brigade in Dec. of 1862. Gregg's Brigade fought in Dec- 
ember and in January 1863, and at the bombardment March 14 at 
Port Hudson. Also fought at Raymond May 12 and at Jackson July 
10-18, so it sounds as if he saw combat in Mississippi. have 
wondered if he died of wounds suffered in battle or of malnutrition 
and dysentery, or some other illness; also if he might have been 
captured at Ft. Donelson and been in the prisoner exchange at 
Vicksburg in Sept. 1862. 


If I can find his service record, it may answer more questions. 
I'm still waiting to hear from the National Archives in D.C. 
but I made the inquiry for Gregg's Brigade and the letter from 
Nashville says that his service record would be filed under the 
1st (Colms') Infantry Battalion, as your records also show. So 
I may have to write to them again. 


I certainly do thank you for helping us to achieve the progress 
made so far in learning about this very dear person in our 
family. I'm enclosing a small check for the copies and for the 
information about the nearby cemetery. It's comforting to know 
that it is a quiet and peaceful place. Thank you.
